DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 12/16/2009 has been entered and made of record. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-7, filed on 12/16/2009, with respect to the rejection 
of claims 1-19 under 35 USC 101 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Thus, such 
rejection has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed on 12/16/2009, with respect to Muraki et al. 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. Thus, the rejection of claims 1-15 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Reference is made to pages 7-9 of the reply filed on 12/16/2009 as to the reasons for 
allowance of claims 1-19. Specifically, the cited prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed 
features that of "acquiring a plurality of image data sets from a subject using the MRI system, 
each image data set being acquired with a different pulse sequence prescription that weights the 
acquired image data sets differently; reconstructing a plurality of images of the subject from the 
acquired image data sets; mapping each acquired of the plurality of images to a different color; 
and combining each mapped color image to form a single composite color image" as recited in 
lines 3-9 of claim 1 and "acquiring a plurality of images of the blood vessel, each image being 
acquired with a prescription that weights the acquired data for different atherosclerotic tissue 
types; mapping each acquired image to a different vector component image; c) combining each

mapped vector component image to form a single composite vector image in which each pixel is 
the vector sum of the corresponding vector component values in the mapped vector component 
images; and analyzing the composite vector image to identify a plurality of different 
atherosclerotic tissue types therein" as recited in steps (a)-(d) of claim 17. 

Likewise, claims 2-8, 11-16 and 18-19 are allowed for the same reasons as above.
